Begin New 
Exemption 
Program 


Forms for $1500 Cut 
In‘Values Available 
‘At Township Offices 


Assessing offices in the Quad- 
City area will begin this week 
the job of processing a new se- 
ries of ‘Homestead Exemption’” 
application {forms under which 
real estate assessment cuts will 
be extended to many persons 65 
years of age or older who were 
ineligible for the reductions ear- 
lier this year, 

Persons qualifying for the as- 
sessment cuts and a resultant 
tax reduction on bills payable 
next year will have until Sept, 1 
to file the applications with 
township assessors of their re- 
spective townships, The pro- 
gram will be | extended to all 
parts of the county as well as 
the Quad-City area. 

James Barton, Granite City 
township assessor, said proced- 
ure for filing |the applications 
will be the same as that followed 
during February when exemp- 
tion forms were filed under the 
original Homestead Exemption 
act by persons |65 years or over, 
with a March 1 deadline, Forms 
for the new program. will be 
available tomorrow at Barton's 
office and the offices of Asses- 
sors John Bridick of Venice 
township, Joe Cohan of Name- 
oki township and Otis Reeves of 
Chouteau township, 

Adopted in 1969 

The original law adopted by 
the Illinois legislature last year 
provided a $1500 reduction in the 
assessed valuation of homes 
owned ‘‘solely!: by persons 65 
or older, or owned by such per- 
sons as a joint tenant or tenant 
in common with his spouse and 
no other person. To qualify, the 
property ownef must have been 
65 years of age or older prior 
to Jan. 1. 

The law brought complaints 
from many persons who said it 
was inequitable because it ex- 
cluded several types of prop- 
erty owners, An amendment to 
the original law was adopted b 
the legislature in this summer’ 
special legislative session ex- 
tending the exemptions. 

Under the amendment, home 
owners now are eligible if they 
own the home with such rela- 
tives as~ brothers, sisters and

Lighting Rods for Trees __ 

Large shade trees are often 
ruined when a bolt of lightning 
makes a direct hit. 

Techniques and materials sim- 
ilar to those used in protecting 
buildings from lightning are 
used in protecting trees. A well 
grounded conductor cable is 
fastened along the full length 
of the trunk and connected to a 
rod located at the top of the 
tree. In extermely large trees 
more than one conductor cable 
may pe required on the trunk 
and ‘secondary conductors  in- 
stalled on the major branches. 
Grounding requires extending 
the cable underground to a 
point beyond the root area to 
avoid electrocuting the ‘roots. 
Deep grounding rods provide 
adequate safety. 

Isolated or especially large 
tree. In extremely large trees 
Rare or otherwise valuable 
trees deserve special considera- 
tion. Commercial Arborists can 
properly install systems and of- 
fer a maintenance schedule to 
protect your favorite tree and 
nearby property.

The little town of Galena, 
tucked among the hills and val- 
leys of northwestern Illinois, ‘has 
changed very little between 
1870, the year of the last Illinois 
Constitutional Convention, and 
1970, the year of the present 
Con-Con. 

In one reSpect it hasn't 
changed at all. Both in 1870 and 
in 1970, Galena has been too 
busy with its own problems to 
pay much attention to what 
goes on down in Springfield. 

In 1870, Galena was settling 
into. a slow, irreversible eco- 
nomic decline. The Civil War, 
and the political rivalry it 
stirred, ‘had ended. 

Galena’s “home town 
boy,” Ulysses S. Grant, had 
been sent off to Washington 
as the next President of the 
United States. 

‘The excitement and glory 
of following nine Civil War 
generals in battle was gone. . 
Galena began, at long last, 
to look to its own problems. 
The city debt had soared. As 

young men struck off to make 
their fortunes in new territo- 
ries the population dropped. 

When the citizens finally 
turned their attention from the 
War, Grant and their famed 
congressman, Elihu B, Wash- 
burne, to their own community, 
they skipped right over the mid- 
dleman of state polities and 
completely ignored the 1870 Con- 
stitutional Convention. 

A: century later, in 1970, peo- 
ple are rediscovering Galena as 
a nice place to live as well as 
to visit, and the rivalry that 
marked the Civil War period is 
stirring again—this time not be- 
tween Republicans and Demo- 
crats, but between native Gale- 
nans and non-natives. 

‘And the mayor, a very influ- 
ential non-native, is forcing 
Galena to switch its attention 
from the little town back to 
Washington. 

Galena’s main tourist at- 
traction ‘through the last 
century has been its archi- 
tecture. 

A large portion of the 
buildings on Main street, as 
well as many residential 
buildings, stand exactly as 
they were built more than a 
century before. Some are 
decrepit and in urgent need 
of “preservation.” 

The mayor thinks preserva- 
‘tion can be achieved efficiently 
and economically through an ur- 
ban renewal program. Many 
native Galenans do not agree. 

To protect their interests, both 
factions are again turning their 
eyes to Washington, And, again, 
they are skipping right over 
state affairs and ignoring an- 
other Constitutional Convention. 

Galena’s 1870 decline resulted 
from mistakes the townspeople 
made during the city’s peak in 
the 1840s and»1850s. 

The biggest mistake was re- 
jecting requests by two railroad 
companies, the Chicago Union 
and later the Illinois Central, to 
make Galena their main west- 
ern terminal. The Chicago 
Union was flatly refused, The 
Illinois Central was eventually 
granted a site on the east bank 
of the Galena River, across 
from the town’s main business 
section. 

Men like Captain H. H. Gear 
fought with the city council to 
make concessions to the railroad 
company. He recognized the 
threat railroad transport held to 
riverboat trade, and when the 

-council’s stubbornness _ pre- 
vailed, he accurately predicted, 
-“Gentigmen you have just 

+ Bealed this city’s doom.” 

‘ Because of its location, the 
east bank depot never grew to 
mote than a way station. 

But in the 1840s and 1850s, the 
town saw no need for railroad 

} ties with the East, 

Galena, Greek for lead sul- 
phide, had grown from an In- 
dian mining site in the 1820s to 

‘Sa booming riverboat town with 
a population of from 12,000 to 
14,000 persons in less than 35 
‘years. 

Riverboat travel had built the 
town.’ In the 1840s, the city was 

‘confident that riverboat travel, 
‘not railroad transport, would 

sustain it, 

Families built homes pat- 
terned after early Georgian 
and Victorian architecture, 
driving the foundations firm- 
ly into the honeycomb rock, 
and designing the structures 
to fit into future metropoli- 
tan community life. The op- 
timistic city council floated 
bonds to pay for the con- 
struction of a market house 
and a bridge over the 300- 
foot-wide Galena River. 

Then in the 1850s, the silting 
ip of the river, because of care- 


less field plowing and mine dig- 
ging, marked the beginning of 
the end, Fewer and fewer riv- 
erboats made it up to Galena. 

‘The area’s rich, shallow top- 
soil was by then stripped of its 
lead sulphide. Many mines ran 
dry. 

‘The South’s secession from 
the Union in 1860, followed by 
the outbreak of the Civil War, 
disrupted what was left of river- 
boat trade and firmly estab- 
lished the future of ‘railroad 
transport. 

Galena’s property values de- 
clined. Land that once sold for 
$23,000 now sold at $6000. Stores 
once worth $7500 went for $1500. 
Rents dropped from $1000 to 
$180. 

During the War, the city debt 


by Granite City Press-Record, Inc. 
1815 Delmar Ave. osu City Ill, 62040 
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rose to $173,000, but the people Major Illinois Airport, Bene’ 


of Galena still managed to raise 
money to honor their most out- 
standing Civil War general. 

As a local historian wrote 
shortly after the 1868 presiden- 
tial elections, “‘No one dreamed 
that the retiring, unassuming 
Capt. Ulysses S, Grant, assigned 
to drill service by order of Gov- 
ernor Yates (of Illinois), would, 
in less than two years’ time, be 
made commander-in-chief of the 
United States Army or that in 
less than ten years he would 
rise to a distinction and confi- 
dence that would command the 
highest office within the gift of 
the American people...” 

Grant hhad come to Galena as 
a 38-year-old retired army cap- 
tain to clerk in his father’s store 
under the supervision of his 
younger brother. Grant lived in 
Galena 11 months before the out- 
break of the War and, according 
to his memoirs, kept pretty 
much to himself. 

But to Galenans, he was a 
“home town boy” who deserved 
recognition for his victorious 
battles. 

First, through the influence of 
Galena’s prominent congress- 
man, Elihu B,. Washburne, the 
rank of lieutenant general’ was 
recreated and Grant, naturally, 
was appointed to fill the posi- 
tion. 

Next, the people of Galena 
raised $1400 to buy and deliver 
to the general an exquisite tor- 
toise-shell-and-diamond -handled 
sword bearing the designs of 
Jupiter and Minerva, Engraved 
in the shining blade was a 
chronology of Grant's battles, 
from Palo Alto during the Mex- 
ican War to current victories at 
Vicksburg and Chattanooga. 

When Grant returned to 

Galena in 1865, with the vic- 

tory of Appomattox fresh in 

the air, the citizens, in a 

final display of affection, 

managed to raise $16,000 to 
build and furnish a house 
for their conquering hero. 

Grant left Galena two weeks 
later to serve, briefly @s Secre- 
tary of War under President 
Andrew Johnson. 

He returned during the 1868 
presidential elections and, when 
the results were announced, was 
sent off to Washington with a 
torchlight parade, a local cus- 
tom the general had always 
thought a bit peculiar. 

In 1870, with Grant and his 
entourage of Galena war gen- 
erals gone, the town finally took 
a look at its own situation. Pop- 
ulation ‘had declined. The dry 
goods stores on Main street had 
disappeared. 

Political rivalry inspired by 
war-time excitement. finally 
gave way to a combined Repub- 
lican-Democratic effort to han- 
dle a city debt which had sky- 
rocketed to $193,000. 

With the excitement over and 
the glory fading, Galena was 
now too busy with its own prob- 
lems to care about the 1870 Con- 
Stitutional Convention. 

In 1970, Galena is being both- 
ered by outsiders. For a long 
time, the town was a tourist at- 
traction—a nice place to spend a 
Saturday roaming down the nar- 
row curved Main street and 
climbing unbelievably steep hill- 
sides to see lovely 19th Century 
homes. 

In the 1950s, the tourists be- 
came summer residents—Chica- 
go people and Dubuque people 
who tiptoed over the hills to Ga- 
Jena to escape the din and dirt 
of the city. 

Weekend people followed the 
summer people and permanent 
residents followed the weekend 
people. 

Company presidents, engi- 
neers, a Chicago designer and 
hordes of artists have restored 
19th Century breweries’ and 
schoolhouses to homes of breath- 
taking beauty. 

Some brought their businesses 
with them; others commute 
daily or on weekends.

It is not entirely unexpected that a few 
Missouri legislators are trying to sidetrack plan- 
ning for an Illinois site intended to serve as a 


second major airport for the bi-state region. 


To the extent that they see the project as 
beneficial to the immediate vicinity in which it 
located, their home state gets their backing 
‘st, last and always, notwithstanding their occa- 
sional comments about the interdependence of 
all sections of border area metropolises. 

Their opposition to an Illinois landing field 
is an unfortunate development because the most 
that could be achieved by the legislative study 
would be to frustrate establishment of a second 
airport anywhere. 

It is not in the cards for there to be two 
hig fields in St. Louis county—Lambert and a 
new one—because the proximity would render 
the combined airports no more effective than 
one in handling the growing volume of air 
traffic, and there could be serious flight pattern 
conflicts. Airlines and the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration are not going to invest huge 
amounts of money, time and effort unless the 
result is a safe, genuine expansion of facilities. 

Cost is a substantial factor, especially with 
most airlines ‘in the red’’ this year. Robert 
Brown, chief of the FAA airport field branch 
for Missouri-Kansas-lowa-Nebraska, says a site 
in north Jefferson county, Mo., near Franklin 
and St. Louis counties, would cost at least $500 
million to develop. This compares unfavorably 
with the $350 million Madison-St. .Clair .coun- 
ties, Ill., proposal backed by the state of Illinois, 
city of St. Louis and East-West Gateway Coor- 
dinating Council. 

Illinois Governor Richard B. Ogilvie told a 
meeting of over 400 public officials, civic lead- 
ers and business and industrial representatives 
in St. Louis July 28 that construction of an air- 
port in the Illinois portion of the metropolitan 
area has the endorsement of the major airlines, 
who would foot much of the bill, and the “‘en- 
thusiastic support” of the U. S. Department of 
‘Transportation. 

John H. Shaffer, administrator of. the 
FAA, speaking at a press conference July 29 
after his commencement address at Parks Air 


land, proximity to the people it will serve, and 
the population trends—is the southeast quadrant 
from downtown St. Louis, on the Illinois side of 
the Mississippi River.” 

Shaffer noted that “St. Louis urgently 
needs a new airport, and the new one cannot 
possibly be ready for operation before eight to 
10 years. Air passenger traffic is expected to 
double within five years and triple within 10. 
Lambert simply won't be able to handle the 
volume if a new airport isn't ready by then.” 

The urgency and the importance of unified 
support were cited eloquently by Gov. Ogilvie 
in his remarks last week: 

“Airline executives are practical men, and 
they know that the present crisis si ‘i 
dozens of airports around the country is a result 
of repeated delays, political bickering and short- 
sighted estimates of future needs. 

“They know that their new investment in 
Lambert Field will prolong its life but will not 
cure the fundamental problem. 

“As a result, they have joined hands with 
political and business leaders in moving ahead 
with a project which all agree is essential to 
meet tomorow’s aviation needs. It is out of this 
community of interests that emerged the agree- 
ment which Mayor Cervantes and I announced 
in April. 

“The final site selection study to be pre- 
sented to the FAA for the air space hearings a 
few months from now will clearly demonstrate 
the preferability of an Illinois site—not only for 
air travelers from the city of St. Louis but for 
those from St. Louis county as well. 

“It is worth noting that this decision to lo- 
cate in Illinois has the added advantage of sup- 
porting the impressive efforts of St. Louis to 
restore the economic viability of its downtown 
area. Any, Missouri site, which would necessarily 
be a significant distance from the city, would 
tend to siphon economic activity further from 
this dynamic central city area."" 

The governor properly warned that “‘in 
any project involving government, the possi- 
bility of political interference lurks beyond every 
turn in the road. 

“The skeleton of a fragile accord which 
we have painstakingly constructed in the past 
year will be given flesh only if the entire St. 
Louis metropolitan area commits itself in unison 
to building for the demanding future of air 
travel,”” 


Municipalities Need a Minimum Population 
Level of 10,000—Constitution Delegates 


Expansion of Madison is seen by some as 
one of the chief potential accomplishments of 
the new administration. Adding impetus to such 
@ prospect are new Illinois Constitutional Con- 
vention votes extending some facets of home 
rule to cities of 10,000 or more population and 
permitting. them to issue general obligation 
bonds in an amount up to 2% of the assessed 
valuation. 

What Con Con delegates seem to be say- 
ing is that it is more efficient for a municipality 
to provide diverse services when it has at least 
10,000 residents. Madison does not qualify and 
probably will not on the basis of the 1970 
census, but it is close enough to that total to 
justify a study of ways in which the 10,000 
population level can be reached.

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POLLUTION CLEAN-UP 
PROGRAM AT LONG LAKE 
To the Editor: - 

Pontoon Mayor Tom Staicoff 
is to be congratulated on hfs 
quick and sound approach to 
the clean-up program on Long 
Lake, I certainly hope that the 
residents of the Lake area will 
give him full cooperation and 
assistance. 

I regret that I will be out of 
state for several weeks, but I 
will look forward to seeing the 
results of the campaign when 
I return. 

After receiving complaints of 
many concerned residents of 
the area, I find several prob- 
lems that are prevalent. Hope- 
fully, through education and 
self-control at the local level, 
we can alleviate them before it 
becomes necessary to correct 
them through court prosecution. 

All carry a minimum of $25 
and a maximum of $300 in 
fines, Here is a check list to be 
sure you are not contributing 
to the problem: 

1, If your boy has an air rifle 
or .22, where is he using it? 
Does he know it is illegal to 
shoot into, on or over the 
water? That it is illegal to shoot 
any bird or duck except spar- 
rows and starlings? That there 
may be a local law against dis- 
charging it in a congested area 
at any time? 

2. It is illegal to throw any 
rubbish or trash into the lake 
or onto the shore where it can 
be washed into the lake This 
includes tin cans, tree limbs, 
boxes, appliances, ete, 

Check you shore line and see 
if dny trash has washed up on 
it from elsewhere on the lake. 
If it is on your property, you 
are responsible whether you 
placed it there or not, 

3. Is your sewage system ade- 
quate? Could it be running out 
into the lake? Could it be run- 
ning into a stormwater line un- 
der the ground and then into 
the lake? If so, you are liable. 

4. Everyone 16 years old and 
older needs a valid state fish- 
ing license to fish. Have those 
in your family who need it 
purchased one? Do they get 
permission to fish on other 
persons’ portion of the lake? 

5. Every boat or raft used on 
the lake or on any water in the 
state must have a U. S. Coast 
Guard approved life vest or 


cushion on board for everyone. 
Be sure they are in the boat 
every time it is used by any- 
one. 

6, If your boat has an elec- 
tric or gas motor on it you 
must register it with the state. 
If you only paddle it it does not 
have to be registered. Is your 
registration up-to-date? 

Please consider all of these 
things and encourage all of 
your neighbors to do so also, 
in case they miss it, 

Your cooperation with Mayor 
Staicoff's program will make 
the area a better place to live 
and may save you money as 
well.

MERIT JUDGE SELECTION 
WOULD IMPROVE QUALITY 
To the Editor: 


Con Con is now deliberating 
a, plan for merit selection of 
judges. 

This plan provides that a non- 
partisan commission of laymen 
and attorneys will. nominate 
several candidates for each va- 
cant judgeship, and the gover- 
nor will be required to appoint 
from that list. 


The judge, once appointed, 


will run for “re-election” when 
his term expires, on a non- 
partisan retention ballot; the 
voters will decide whether his 
record on the bench merits his 
retention. 

Why should this plan for mer- 
it selection be adopted? 

1. To take judges out of parti- 
san politics. Judicial candidates 
are now nominated by political 
conventions and must campaign 
for office on partisan issues un- 
related to the administration of 
justice. 

They are “‘slatéd’’ to balance 
the ticket, or because they have 
been loyal party workers, or 
because they are proven vote- 
getters—not because they are 
exceptionally good lawyers or 
because they would make good 
judges. 

2. To recruit the best qualified 
men. The plan is called “merit 
selection” because the nonpar- 
tisan nominating commission 
will be charged to recruit and 
nominate men. of highest judi- 
cial qualification. 

Outstanding lawyers, who 
now avoid judicial service be- 
dause of its political aspects, 
would be willing to serve 

3. To give the Illinois voter a 
real voice in selection of judges. 
At present, the average citizen 
of Illinois has no real vote for

4. To restore public confi- 
dence in the courts. Illinois 
has suffered a great deal of 
judicial scandal in the past 
few years. 

We are fortunate to have as 
many able judges as we have, 
considering the route they must 
follow to reach the bench. 

In a time when many people 
are routinely attacking our sys- 
tem of justice, it is important 
to see to it that only the best 
qualified men obtain judgeships. 
The proposed system of merit 
selection is the best yet de- 
vised to achieve that goal. 

5. Because the merit plan 
really works. Merit selection, in 
some form, is now operating in 
17 states and Puerto Rico. 
Their experience proves that it 
does provide better judges. 

The vote on this court reform 
will come the first week in Au- 
gust, Let’s let our delegates 
know that merit selection is 
needed to make our courts re- 
sponsible and responsive.

State Senate have failed to take 
steps to relieve the tax burden 
on people getting benefits from 
pension plans, provident funds 
and profit-sharing programs. 

Their inaction is irresponsible 
and a betrayal of expressed in- 
tentions. 

For local citizens who sup- 
ported changes in the Income 
Tax Act to provide such relief, 
here is the basis for these 
charges: 

The problem causing citizen 
consternation came about as a 
result of the enactment of the 
Illinois State Income Tax Act. 

The Illinois Department of 
Revenue ruled that, under the 
Act, pension plans, provident 
funds and retirement funds 
from profit-sharing programs 
are taxable when paid to the 
beneficiary in a lump sum— 
even though the money was 
earned and paid into the fund 
prior to Aug. 1, 1969, when the 
Act went into effect. 

According to this ruling, 
there can be no deduction 
of monies saved prior to 
Aug. 1, 1969; the funds are 
taxed from the original hir- 
ing date. 

People who were counting 
on receiving a certain 
amount of benefits sudden- 
ly saw this total diminish 
after years of saving. 

I introduced a bill in the reg- 
ular 1970 session to eliminate 
the inequity. 

This legislation provided that 
income derived by an individual 
from pension plans, provident 
funds and retirement plans and 
the’ interest on it, earned or 
paid by the individual and ‘re- 
tained in the fund before Aug. 
1969, but paid out after that 
date, would not be included as 
taxable income. Money paid 
into the fund after Aug. 1, 1969 
would be taxable. 

This bill was defeated in the 
House. There were two grounds 
for opposition to it. 

First, there was no limit or 
ceiling on the amount of the 
benefifs that would be excluded 
from taxable income. Some 
legislators felt that this would 
be an unwarranted loophole for 
the wealthy who have large 
sums tied up in retirement 
funds, Secondly, it was argued 
that the same loophole was 
closed in a comprehensive tax 
package offered by Senator Ar- 
rington, the Republican leader, 
then pending in the Senate. 

That package put a ceiling of 
$50,000 on the amount of bene- 
fits that could be excluded from 
calculation as taxable income. 
Republicans argued that the Ar- 
rington bill would more than 
take care of the problem and 
that passage of the Vadalabene 
bill was unnecessary. 

I replied that my bill should 
be passed as a back-up safety 
measure in case something 
stalled the Senate bill. To House 
Republicans, this seemed un- 
likely. 

This, indeed, 
what happened. 

Besides granting relief to 
pension holders, the Senate 
package eliminated the tax on 
the profit a person receives

Writing Paper for 


(American Association for the Advancement of Science) 


Using a new poplyethylene 
paper, a newly-blinded person 
can almost immediately write 
and read numbers and letters 
he has always known. 

Ruth L. Barr of Webster 
Groves, Mo., describes this ex- 
citing new writing process in 
“Science.” Polyethylene paper 
No. 300 makes it possible, says 
Miss Barr, to emboss a letter 
or a number on the working 
side of the paper without hav- 
ing to write the characters in 
reverse. 

A jumbo ballpoint pen gives 
the best embossed markings, 
but a blunt- pointed pencil 
works almost as well. 

Embossed letters rise about 16 
thousandths of an inch above 
the surface of the paper—a 
height that permits ready rec- 
ognition of characters by touch. 

In a reading test involving 20 
totally blind or partially-sighted 
subjects and 30 with normal 
vision who covered their eyes 
during the trials, almost all 
could “read” the characters

The Illinois Supreme Court In 
upholding the — constitutional- 
ity, of the Income Tax Act ruled 
that an individual must deter- 
mine the value of his capital 
assets as of August 1969, and 
be taxed on any gain realized 
between then and the date of 
sale. 

Elimination of this require- 
ment would bring the Illinois 
tax into conformity with guide- 
lines of the federal income tax 
Jaw. 

Certain Republican senators 
opposed elimination of the Aug. 
1, 1969, valuation date because 
it would base the computation 
of capital gains or losses, en- 
tering into income, on the value 
of the property to which such 
gains or losses are attributable 
as of 1913, the enactment date 
of the federal income tax. This 
would hurt the above-average 
taxpayer. 

A coalition of Senate Repub- 
licans and Democrats suc- 
ceeded in amending Sen. Ar- 
rington’s bill so that it would 
retain the Aug. 1, 1969 valua- 
tion date. 

Arrington opposed: the 
amendment by saying it 
would make computation of 
income tax a complicated 
matter, something his bills 
were geared to correct, 

The Governor’s Bureau 
of the Budget also esti- 
mated that the amendment 
would result in a revenue 
loss of $40 to $50 million to 
the state. After the amend- 
ment was adopted, Ar- 
rington tabled his bill. 

Bad faith was shown by the 
members of the Senate. 

Sen. Arrington said it was 
important that the homeowner, 
the pension holder and the per- 
sons who need it most get re- 
lief. 

The course of events shows 


that what is important to him ‘ 
is the state's and not the + 


people's revenue. His expressed 
interests were only a cover for 
his real interests. 

To other Senators, certain 
people’s rights are important. 
namely, those who are strongly 
affected by the date of valua- 
tion for capital gains and 
losses. 

The concerted action of these 
senators and the Republican 
leader ignores the rights of the 
majority of the people—the 
average citizens who own their 
homes, contribute to their re- 
tirement and have trouble fill- 
ing out the income tax form. 

Due to this irresponsible in- 
action, no one benefits.

sheets.

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Richardson says it reduces er- 
ror and takes the danger out of 
methods now being used to de- 
termine cardiac output in heart 
patients. 

The amount of blood the heart 
can pump is a critical index in 
finding out how well or poorly 
it is functioning. Methods now 
used’ to measure cardiac output 
are imperfect because of the 
kinds of “indicators” they have 
to use to make measurements, 
the time required to analyze 
samples, and the frequency of 
error in results. 

They’re also disliked by heart 
specialists because they re- 
quire taking blood out of pa- 
tients. 

Instant Readings 

Richardson’s cardiac output 
meter requires no withdrawal 
of blood and can be set up to 
provide instant bedside read- 
outs on how the patient's heart 
is pumping. 

What it does is record changes 
in the temperature of a minute 
amount of salt-water solution 
after it has been injected into 
a vein. 

Introduced at room tempera- 
ture, the ‘solution warms up in- 
side the body in relation to the 
amount of time it takes to be 
pumped through the heart. The 
faster it goes through, the less 
it is heated. The weaker ,the 
pumping action, the slower the 
solution goes through and the 
warmer it becomes. 

The difference between a sick 
heart and a sound one may be 
seen as a difference of only 
1-100th of a degree on Richard- 
son’s meter. 

Richardson says the standard | 
error factor with his system is 
only 3% compared to 6% for the 
best method now being used. 
He said some kinds of cardiac 
output readings can be off as 
much as 15%. 

More importantly, 
can be tested repeatedly over 
long periods of time with re- 
sults available immediately. 

Dangerous Delay Cited 

By comparison, a common 
technique for measuring heart| 
output employs chemical dyes | 
injected into the bloodstream 
Then a blood sample is re-| 
moved and spun out as pl 
ma in a centrifuge; the cardiac 
rate is determined by measur- 
ing the color changes effected | 
by dilution. This kind of sam- 
pling is limited sharply be-| 
cause, after so many test| 
series, dyes in the blood build 
up to a toxic level. 

Patients, perhaps in precari- 
ous shape, have to wait until 
those levels diminish before | 
they can be injected with more | 
lye and tested again. Mean-| 
time, the doctor has little idea| 
of how his patient’s heart is| 
performing. 

The simple saline solution 
Richardson uses—a “‘thermal 
indicator”—is absolutely harm- 
he says . Thegretically, 
testing could be carried out con- 
tinuously for days with no ill 
effect and with the added bonus | 
of “safety in numbers” assur- 
ing reliability of data. 

Richardson, a native of Her- 
rin, came to SIU in 1966 from 
St. Louis University’s School of 

Medicine-and has pioneered de- | 
velopments in biophysics. and 
medical technology, including 
an electromagnetic blood flow 
meter. For that he won the 
gold medal of the Congress of 
Physical Medicine. 

The office of Naval Research, 
which has sponsored previous 
projects of his, has called the 
newly-patented cardiac meter a| 
“breakthrough in the field and 
an aid to the nation. 

Richardson has assigned the| 
patent to the SIU Foundation 
and has earmarked a portion of 
its royalty income for Founda- 
tion scholarships. Production 
rights are expected to be ne- 
gotiated soon.

Con Con Opposes Job 
Appointing by Judges 


lllfhois Constitutional Con- 
vention delegates voted tenta- 
tively Friday not to assign to 
judges the task of appointing 
sanitary and other special dis- 
trict trustees. The convention 
rejected an effort to require 
the election of such trustees, 
who total 14,000. 

The tentative vote assigns to 
the General Assembly the func- 
tion of choosing a method for 
naming the trustees. It stipu- 
lates that they may not be ap- 
pointed. by any person in the 
judicial branch. However, 
boards of election commission- 
ers could be named by judges. 

Associate circuit judges, suc- 
cessor to county judges, make 
many of the. appointments and 
the legislature has never been 
able to agree on a substitute 
method. Attempts to transfer 
the duty to county boards have 
failed. 

“Con Con" also voted to per- 
mit local government units to 
cooperate with each other, the 
state, other states and sub- 
units and’ the federal govern- 
ment. This seen as a change 
in the present status, in which 
local governments may do only 
what is authorized by the legis- 
lature.

Local Wheat Yields 

Wheat varieties in test plots 
on the William Keller farm in 
Collinsville township averaged 
68.5 bushels per acre for the 
soft wheat varieties and 63.6 
bushels for the hard wheats, 


Blueboy, a soft wheat variety 
new in Illinois,. continues: to at- 
tract attention of wheat. grow- 
ers, It yielded highest in the 
test “plots at 82.7 bushels per 
acre. Test weight was 55.8 
pounds, which is two to three 
pounds lower than most of the 
other varieties. 

Other soft wheat yields were 
Arthur, 75.3 bushels per acre; 
Timwin, 67.2; Knox: 62, 65.0; 
Monon, 62.6; and Benhur, 58.1 

Hard wheat variety yields 


were Parker, 70.0 bushels per § 


acre; Triumph: 64, 67.0; Gage, 
64. Scout 66, 62.4; Pawnee, 
60.6; and Ottawa, 56.7. 

Most of the wheat grown in 
Madison county is soft wheat 
because it consistently yields 
higher than hard wheat. 

Timwin, a new, bearded, soft 
wheat variety, is two to three 
inches shorter than the other 
varieties. It stood exceptionally 
well in the test plots 

Benhur’s poor performance 
may have resulted from its be- 
ing badly lodged. 

Farmers are cautioned 
against using the data from one 
set of plots.as a basis for select- 
ing a variety. Yield averages 
from several plots over a two 
or three year period provide a 
sound basis for selecting a va-

ports: of yields have been re- 
ceived to get an idea of wheat 
yields. However, most of the 
wheat looks’ like~it will yield 
high. Wheat yields in some low, 
poorly-drained fields have been 
lowered by water damage. 
Weed Problems 

Weeds are a problem in some 


corn and soybean fields where 
heribicides were not applied or 
where they were used and 
failed to perform. Most grasses 
are too big to control with 
herbicides. 

It is reported that 2,4-D and 
Banvel (dicamba) are the two 
top choices for broadleaved 
weed control in corn. 2,4-D will 
control most of the annual 
broadleaved weeds effectively. 
Use nozzle extensions from the 
boom to keep the spray out of 
the corn whorl if you spray af- 
ter the corn is more than eight 
inches tall. Do not spray with 
2,4-D after corn begins to tassel. 

The rate of 2,4-D to apply de- 
pends ‘an the strength of the 
concentrate and the type» of 
2,4-D used—amine or ester. If 
you use the amine form, apply 
one-half pound of the active in 
gredient per acre, If you use 
the ester form, apply one-sixth 
to one-fourth pound per acre. 

The amine form is less likely 
to cause drift problems, but 
most farmers consider the ester 
form more active and less like- 
ly to, wash off with a rain 
Weeds are easier to kill when 
they are small, so adjust the 
rate of application to the weed 
size. 

Each year 2,4-D damages 
some corn, The symphoms are 
an elbowing of the stalk, ab- 
normal brace roots, and “onion 
leafing.” Cornjseems most sus 
cpetible to 2,4-D damage when 
it is under cool, wet-weather 
stress, or when it is growing 
fast during hot, humid periods. 
Corn stalks are often brittle for 
7 to 10 days after spraying 
with 2,4-D, so delay cu 
if possible. 

Banvel is cleared for use on 


corn until the crop is 36 inches 
high, or until 10 days before 
the tassels emerge. Banvel is 
similar to 2,4-D, but it provides 
improved smartweed control 
Banvel often affects soybeans 
noar treated cornfields, causing 
a cupping of-the soybean leaves. 
To minimize Banvel drift, use a 
low pressure and avoid spra 
ing’ when the wind velocity 
more than 5 miles per hour. 

Both Banvel and 2,4-D can 
injure corn. Banvel is cleared 
for use over the top of the corn, 
but the use of drop nozzles gen- 
erally lessens the chance of 
corn injury. 

Musk Thistle Spreading 

Musk thistle continues to 
spread as a new weed problem 
in Madison county. Several 
calls were \received last week 
about control measures. 

This thistle three to five feet 
tall , is now in full bloom. It 
has many large, reddish-purple 
flowers on each plant. There 
may be 40 blossoms per plant 
with a thousand seeds produced 
by each blossom. - 

The main areas of infestation 
are in the Glen Carbon area, 
an area north of Collinsville to 
Troy, and from Edwardsville to 
Wood River. 

No herbicide is recommended 
for controlling Musk thistle at 
this time of year. The herbi- 
cide 2, 4-D at one pound per 


acre is effective if applied 
when the thistle is in the ros- 
ette stage during October, No- 
vember or April. 

Mowing the thistles now will 
help prevent seed production. 
Plants mowed will likely con- 
tinue to grow and bloom in late 
summer, They will need to be 
mowed again at that time. 

Isolated plants are killed by 
digging them out three inches 
below the surface of the 
ground,

ennial or a winter annual 
may germinate in either 
spring or fall, make seed 
following year, then die. 

Musk thistle has been a se- 
vere problem in Nebraska for 
more than 20 years and legally 
is a “noxious weed” in that 
state. It is so new to Illinois 
that we do not yet know how 
much of a problem it will be- 
come. here. But the way it has 
multiplied in Madison county 
the past two years it appears 
to have the potential of becom- 
ing a real problem 
Crop Share Leasing 

A crop share lease is the most 
common method of leasing 
farm land in Madison county, 
but cash rent has become com- 
mon. 

A few more landowners and 
tenants each year ask about 
cash rent and request copies of 
lease forms to use for the cash 
rent method. 

‘The question always asked is 
how much to pay or charge per 
acre. Several methods may be 
used to decide the amount. A 
starting point is to find out how 
much cash reit is currently be 
ing paid. 

For all the commotion they 
create, $50 an acre cash rents 
are not common anywhere in 
Illinois. There are few rents 
this high in the state 

An average rent figure. is 
about $34 per acre for high-pro- 
ducing farms and about $25 per 
acre for less productive land, 
according to a summary of 
farm buisness records in cen- 
tral and northern Illinois. 

Those figures, as averages, 
probably are close to the 
amount paid in Madison coun- 
ty, although summary data are 
not available for cash rent paid 
heré. Some land in Madison 
county is known to be cash 
rented for more than $34 aver- 
age, and other land less than 
$25. The amount per acre 
varies greatly according to 
Jand_ productivity. 

Some landowners like cash 
rent because it enables them 
to know in advance exactly how 
much income they will have 
from the farm. For tenants, it 
provides a way to increase 
farm size without need for. a 
large: amount of capital. 

Perhaps the greatest value in 
fair cash lease is the freedom 
it offers—managerial- freedom 
for tenants and freedom from 
management burdens for the 
landlord,

STATEMENT AND 
SUGGESTIONS 

Scope of the Program. This 
measure authorizes the finan- 
cing of bonds to the amount of 
$750,000,000. Proceeds of the 
bond issue will be used for plan- 
ning, financing and constructing 
municipal sewage treatment 
works and solid waste disposal 
facilities. These funds will pro- 
vide the State portion for a 
program of joint State and 
Federal financing for these 
projects. 

Term, Interest and Sale of 
Bonds. The bonds are to be 
fully retired within 25 years of 
the date of issue. They are to 
bear interest at a rate of not 
more than 7% per year. The 
issuance, sale and - retirement 
of the bonds will be under the 
supervision and control of the 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy, created by the “Environ- 
mental Protection Act”, enacted 
by the 76th General Assembly. 
The bonds are to be sold, after 
newspaper publication of notice, 
to the “highest and best bid- 
ders, for not less than their par 
value, upon sealed bids.” 

Payments to be Made. Pay- 
ments on the principal and in- 
terest of the bonds are to be 
made from an Anti-Pollution 
Bond Retirement and_ Interest 
Fund in the State Treasury, 
as provided in the Act. 

In order that this Bond Fund 
contain sufficient moneys to 
meet the required payments, 
the General Assembly is auth- 
orized to direct the transfer, 
from time to time, of State 
funds from the General Reve- 
nue Fund to this Bond Fund. 
The General Revenue Fund is 
supported. by a major portion 
of the tax revenues of the State. 
As evidence that the bonds are 
to be the general obligation of

THE ACT OF THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

An Act to authorize the is- 
suance and sale of bonds of the 
State of Illinois for the purpose 
of obtaining funds to be used 
within this State for the protec- 
tion of the environment and to 
provide for the payment of the 
principal of and interest upon 
such bonds, making an appro- 
priation in connection therewith 
and repealing certain Acts. 
therein named. 

Be it enacted by the People 
of the State of Illinois, repre- 
sented in the General Assembly: 

Section 1. This Act shall be 
known and may be cited as the 
‘Anti-Pollution Bond Act’. 


Section 2. The State of Illinois 
is authorized to issue and sell 
and provide for the retirement 
of bonds of the State of Illinois 
to the amount of  $750,000,000 
for the purpose of providing 
funds for use in this State for 
the protection of the environ- 
ment through the control of 
water pollution. 

Section 3. The issuance, sale 
and retirement of bonds author- 
ized by this Act shall be under 
the general supervision and 
control of the Environmental 
Protection Agency, hereinafter 
called the ‘Agency’, created by 
the ‘Environmental Protection 
Act’, enacted by the 76th Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

The bonds shall bear interest 
payable annually or semi- 
annually, from their date, at 
the rate of not more than 7% 
per annum. The bonds shall be 
serial bonds and be dated, is- 
sued and sold from time to 
time in such amounts as may 
be necessary to provide funds 
for the protection of environ- 
ment within this State as pro- 
vided by Section 4 of this Act. 
Each bond shall be in the de- 
nomination of $1,000 or some 
multiple thereof, and shall be 
made payable within 25 years 
from its date. These bonds shall 
be signed by the Governor and 
attested by the Secretary of 
State under the seal of the 
State and countersigned by the 
State Treasurer. The signatures 
of the Governor and the Secre- 
tary of State may be litho- 
graphed facsimile signatures. 
Interest coupons with _litho- 
graphed facsimile signatures of 
the Governor, Secretary of 
State and State Treasurer may 
be attached to the bonds. The 
fact that an officer whose sig-

deems necessary “or desirable 
for the planning, financing and 
construction of municipal sew- 
age treatment works and solid 
waste disposal facilities. 

Section 5. The State Treasurer 
may; with the approval of the 
Governor, invest and reinvest, 
at the existing market price 
and in any event not to exceed 
102%, of par plus accrued inter- 
est, any money in the Anti- 
Pollution Fund in the State 
treasury which, in the opinion 
of the Governor communicated 
in writing to the State Treas- 
urer, is not needed for current 
expenditures due or about to 
become due from such fund, jn 
direct and general obligations 
of the United States Govern- 
ment. The cost price of all such 
obligations shall be considered 
as cash in the custody of the 
State Treasurer, and such ob- 
ligations shall be conveyed at 
cost price as cash by the State 
Treasurer to his successor. The 
money in the Anti-Pollution 
Fund in the form of such obli- 
gations shall be set up by the 
State Treasurer as a separate 
account of such fund and shown 
distinctly in every report is- 
sued by him regarding fund bal- 
ances. 

All earnings accruing upon 
any such investment shall be 
paid into the Anti-Pollution 
Bond Retirement and Interest 
Fund. All of the moneys re- 
ceived from the sale or redemp- 
tion of such investments shall 
be replaced in the Anti-Pollution 
Fund, 

Section 6. To the extent that 
funds are available in the Gen- 
eral Revenue Fund of the State, 
the General Assembly is author- 
ized to direct the transfer, from 
time to time from the General 
Revenue Fund to the Anti- 
Pollution Bond Retirement and 
Interest Fund which separate 
fund in the State treasury is 
hereby created which when 
added to money received by 
such fund from other sources 
will be sufficient to pay the 
principal of and interest on the 
bonds provided “for by this Act, 
as the same become due, and 
to the etxent such transfer of 
funds is authorized by the Gen- 
eral Assembly for that purpose, 
the taxes levied for the pay- 
ment of the principal of and 
interest on such bonds as pro- 
vided by Section 7 of this Act 
shall be abated. 

Section 7., Each year, after 
this Act becomes fully opera-

State subject to taxation for 
such amount as shall be neces- 
sary and sufficient to pay the 
interest, as it shall accrue, on 
all bonds issued under this Act 
and also to pay and discharge 
the principal of such bonds at 
par value, as such bonds fall 
due; and the amounts of such 
direct annual tax shall be ap- 
propriated for that specific pur- 
pose. 

The proceeds of this tax shall 
be paid into the Anti-Pollution 
Bond Retirement and Interest

Secretary of Agriculture Clif- 
ford M. Hardin has announced 
postponement, of the National 
wheat, feferendum previously 
scheduled for July 27-31, accord- 
ing to Lee Rogers, Executive Di- 
rector of the Madison County 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation. (ASC) office. The 
action was authorized by Con- 
gress. 

‘The postponement permits the 
USDA to delay holding the ref- 
erendum not later than Oct. 15, 
1970, or 30 days after Congress 
adjourns, whichever date is ear- 
lier. 

Accordingly, the U, S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s ASCS, 
which administers the wheat, 
feed grain and similar programs 
has instructed its state and 
county offices across the nation 
erendum materials, Rogers 
to withhold ballots and other 
referendum materials, Rogers 
said. 

The director explained that 
basic farm legislation requires 
a referendum for wheat market- 
ing quotas.

2nd Quarter Report 


General Steel's Sales, 
Earnings Show Decline 


General Steel Industries, Inc., 
had net sales of $22,413,000 and 
net income of $600,092, or 24 
cents per share of common 
stock, for the second quarter 
this year compared with sales of 
$47,411,000 and income of 
$1,340,000, or 53 cents per share 
in the second quarter of 1969, 
W. Ashley Gray jr., president of 
the diversified manufacturing 
corporation, announced late 
Thursday following a meeting 
of the board of directors. 

Although the company’s per- 
formance in the second quarter 
showed improvement over the 
first, Gray said, “the uptrend 
was not nearly as strong as 
originally anticipated. The truck 
strike had a pronounced effect 
on our operations, especially in 
the St. Louis, Chicago and Los 
Angeles areas where eight of 
our plants are located 

“Certain plants were forced 
to close and operations at oth- 
ers were disrupted. In addition, 
the main plant of our Ludlow- 
Saylor Wire Cloth Division in 
St. Louis county was closed by 
a strike from May 1 to July 27. 

“The impact of these strikes 
combined with the continuing 
depressed level of the economy 
have made it unrealistic to ex- 
pect GSI to meet our original 
objective for 1970 which was to 
hold 1970 earnings near the level 
achieved in 1969 despite a much 
lower sales volume. However, 
the improvement shown in the 
second quarter is expected to 
continue during the last half of 
the year.” 

10-Cent Dividend 

GSI’s board of directors de- 
clared a dividend of 10 cents 
per share on the common stock 
for the third quarter of 1970, 
payable Sept. 30 to stockhold- 
ers of record Sept. 18. This 
compares with 20 cents per 
share previously paid 

Gray said, “The action was 
taken because GSI’s reduced 
earnings have emphasized the 
need to conserve cash during 
this period of tight money and 
to meet unusually heavy work- 
ing capital requirements for the 
St. Louis Car Division which will 
begin initial shipments later this 
year on the largest order back- 
log in its history for rapid tran- 
sit and commuter cars. The 
directors felt it would be pru-
